PUBLISHER’S CORNER 
PRINTING PROGRESS 
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SIGNIFICANTLY last month’s issue of OraL HycrEne (the fiftieth 
anniversary issue) was printed by rotary press operation. This 
marked a decided advance in production methods with no sacrifice 
in the quality of printing. In fact, the overall quality is a trifle better 
than the average for publication printing; but this minute differ- 
ence would generally be apparent only to graphic arts specialists. 

The printing press (shown on page eight) is one of the most 
modern available. It is a Miehle sheet-fed rotary letterpress ma- 
chine which prints sixty-four-page two-color forms at the rate of 
9,000 sheets per hour. In terms of individual pages, this amounts to 
352,000 per hour! Interested in knowing how many individual 
pages are in an average total month's issue of OraL HycreNne? A 
quick calculation by our “Numbers Nelly” reveals the figure 
14,208,000; for a complete volume of twelve issues, it is a whop- 
ping 170,496,000. Sounds like a small national debt. 

Again regarding the Miehle press, it weighs fifty tons and is 
anchored on a cement slab eight feet deep. Improved methods 
of sheet handling, feeding, registering (for color), and delivery 
make it possible and entirely practical to operate at the tremen- 
dous speed mentioned previously, and still maintain top quality 
reproduction. 

And imagine this monster of a press being declutchable. A turn 
of a few nuts and bolts and each printing cylinder can be turned

Developing the Appointment 
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Book as a Practice Control 


By JAMES W. THOMAS, DDS* 


IT SHOULD give any dentist a feel- 
ing of accomplishment when the 
demand for his services has so in- 
creased that the appointment book 
can no longer be taken for granted, 
but must be employed to its full- 
est advantage. It is then that the 
appointment book can help to uti- 





lize time more efficiently for the 
dentist and the patient, and be- 
comes a practice control. There are 
certain principles that will allow 
the appointment book to become a 
pivot around which a busy prac- 
tice may revolve. 


*The author graduated from Emory Uni- 
versity in 1950, and interned at the US 
Public Health Hospital, Staten Island, New 
York, during 1950-51. He is an associate 
member of the Society for the Preservation 
of Oral Health. 
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In our office we discovered the 
necessity of developing the ap- 
pointment book as a practice con- 
trol. It was a happy discovery be- 
cause the time spent on the study 
of our problems has reaped divi- 
dends beyond our ability to fore- 
see. It was decided that our need 
consisted of one center of appoint- 
ment information that would be 
easy to manage, flexible, and the 
responsibility of one person but 
readily usable by all. We consid- 
ered it necessary to know at a 
glance: (1) When the patient was 
expected. (2) How long he was to 
be in the office. (3) What treat- 
ment was planned. (4) Was there 
a circumstance that justified abso- 
lutely no invasion of this time? (5) 
Should the patient be called for 
appointment confirmation? (6) 
Has the patient been called? (7) 
How many additional appoint- 
ments does the patient have? 

A conventional appointment 
book was used to develop a simple 
method and incorporate all these 
facts on one line. Additional col- 
umns were formed by ruling in 
vertical lines to the right of pa- 
tients names. Obviously, any ap- 
pointment book will tell when and 
who is coming, but even on these 
initial items we have learned the 
value of this principle: make an 
appointment for every patient for 
every procedure. We formerly said 
to surgical patients who were go- 
ing to need postoperative care, 
denture patients who were going

to need adjustments, and to pa- 
tients who called for an examina- 
tion: “Just drop in at your conven- 
ience.” Now, the words “drop in” 
are outlawed in our office, and the 
increased efficiency that resulted 
from this one change in our prac- 
tice control has aided us immeas- 
urably. Of course, some patient 
education and common sense is 
necessary for the successful appli- 
cation of this rule and we will con- 
tinue to see anyone who presents a 
true emergency. But we whole- 
heartedly endorse this principle as 
an aid to practice control. 

There is in every practice cer- 
tain circumstances that deny en- 
croachment of appointment time 
even for the short denture adjust- 
ment, postoperative treatment, or 
similar procedure. We have profit- 
ed in our practice by employing 
vertical lines to help us recognize 
the length and urgency of a par- 
ticular appointment. A_ regular 
pencil is used in most cases, but 
even here we have found it most 
helpful to go one step further in 
certain situations with the use of a 
red pencil. For example, the red 
line might be used for a patient 
who has come from a distance, or 
for an unusually difficult patient. 
These lines are drawn from the pa- 
tient’s name down to the next 
available appointment period. 
Such a line tells the secretary, the 
chair assistant, or the dentist, this 
time should not be shared with 
anyone. 











The treatment to be accom- 
plished is placed in the next col- 
umn in an abbreviated form. Any 
code may be used. The value of 
this can be readily seen in a num- 
ber of ways and for us it has been 
twofold. Primarily, it is a guide to 
the reservation of time and is the 
key to preparation for the patient. 
A secondary advantage for us is 
the convenience of making out a 
daily appointment sheet for each 
treatment room on which the 
treatment to be accomplished is 
placed beside the patient’s name. 
Also, an individual treatment slip 
is provided for each patient on

which the treatment to be given is 
noted. 

The fifth and sixth needs are in- 
corporated into one column. As 
our practice grew busier and ap- 
pointments were made for more 
distant times, we discovered that 
confirmation of appointments is 
essential. We also found that pa- 
tients like it. It does, of course, 
have value for both patient and 
dentist. If a patient is to have a 
confirmation a “C” is placed in this 
column. When the confirmation is 
completed, the “C” is circled. The 
patient's telephone number is us- 
ually placed beneath the patient’s 
name.

Future Treatments Noted 

The final need concerned addi- 
tional appointments for the pa- 
tient. Having this information 
available at a glance has been of 
the utmost help. Not only is the 
number of additional appoint- 
ments listed in a column by the 
patient's name, it is also put on the 
individual treatment slip. This 
makes it readily available to the 
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dentist and chair assistant for de- 
termining the extent of treatment 
for the current visit, and on plan- 
ning ahead. It has helped avoid the 
situation of telling a patient whom 
you have been seeing regularly on 
a series of appointments that you 
need to see him again, and then 
giving him a date several weeks 
away. Using this means, we are 
aware before the patient comes

that more time will be needed and 
we are able to plan future appoint- 
ments. I would not be so facetious 
as to imply that we are able to pre- 
dict the exact amount of time re- 
quired for every patient, but ex- 
perience has taught us it is better 
to set aside more appointments 
than fewer when there is some 
doubt as to how many will be re- 
quired. 


Provides “Cushion” Time 

Our office day is from 8:30 until 
5:00 with no appointments from 
12:00 until 1:30. It is our experi- 
ence that a “cushion” of 30 min- 
utes a day permits flexibility not 
provided by a fixed time set aside 
as an emergency period. We pre- 
fer seeing patients with emergen- 
cies from 11:30 to 12:00. But re- 
gardless of the nature of the emer- 
gency, there are many patients 
who must be seen at times other 
than at some period reserved for 
emergencies. This elasticity in the 
center of the appointment day has 
been of inestimable value to us. 
For example, with few exceptions, 
crown and bridge appointments 
are made in the midmorning with 
a plan of treatment that normally 
requires six to eight units of time. 
If the patient must be kept longer 
there is still time to complete the 
crown and bridge procedure, with- 
out feeling rushed because of a 
1:00 oclock patient. Employing 
the flexibility in the other direction 
allows us to care for an emergency 





at 1:00 or 1:15 when necessary. 

Normally, we are ready to leave 
the office about 12:10 or 12:15 
and enjoy a full hour or more of 
noon relaxation. I could not pos- 
sibly overemphasize the impor- 
tance and value of the midday 
“cushion.” Actually, physicians 
have employed this approach for 
many years whether they make ap- 
pointments or not. The typical 
physician will post his office hours 
9:00 to 12:00 and 2:00 to 5:00, 
but will consider himself fortunate 
if he is able to rest 45 minutes to 
an hour between morning and 
afternoon sessions. 

Our appointments are made in 
terms of units—one unit utilizing 
15 minutes. We have found this 
advantageous in our practice al- 
though we prefer and make as 
long appointments as possible con- 
sistent with the patient’s need. 
Vertical lines are thus employed 
for length of appointment, and a 
red pencil line is used when com- 
pletely undisturbed units of time 
are needed. When a red line is not 
present an appointment may be 
made for a short, emergency type 
procedure; but these must be 
spaced throughout the day to take 
advantage of normal inactive pe- . 
riods such as the delay while wait- 
ing for anesthesia or for the setting 
of cement. 

Quite by accident we discov- 
ered that our treatment planning 
became rather simple when we

THERE IS a growing awareness of 
oversights on the part of Internal 
Revenue Service. It is aimed di- 
rectly at the recovery of tax dollars 
that are dissipated through erro- 
neous tax deductions and failure 
to report certain types of outside 
income. 

The goal of IRS is to place all 
tax returns on electronic cards by 
1967. Sorting the cards would 
bring out those returns not con- 
forming to the standards for each 
gross income and taxable income 
class. This is not to say that non- 
conformance of your return to the

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class average would mean auto- 
matic rejection of your claimed de- 
ductions; but rather that you may 
need to substantiate, defend, and 
justify what you did deduct. With 
this knowledge it is only good 
sense to exert proper and practical 
care to provide such substantia- 
tion, defense, and justification 
through the medium of complete 
records and cancelled checks. 

In the following check list you 
may find a guide in the handling 
of your tax return: 

(A) Practice Information on 
Schedule C. 

1. Summarize on Schedule C the 
item expenses, but attach a de- 
tailed breakdown of professional 
expenses when beyond normal de- 
ductions are claimed.

2. Donations and contributions 
belong with your itemized deduc- 
tions on Form 1040 and not in the 
professional Schedule C. 

3. Controversial items such as 
car use, professional entertainment 
expenses, home office costs, travel 
to and expenses at conventions, 
should be .well documented to 
show the “ordinary and necessary” 
in relation to your practice. Back 
up your claim with factual data. 

4. Under today’s laws, the tax- 
payer finds himself able to recover 
heavily the purchase costs of new 
equipment through the “first year” 
accelerated method in the year of 
acquisition. However, it is imper- 
ative that you select the method of 
depreciation which best fits your 
purposes not only in the current 
year but also in the future. To take 
the “fast” depreciation method will 
help you this year, but it will take 
away the heavy part of the deduc- 
tions available to you in later years. 
It is important to determine in the 
year of acquisition what your 
needs may be. You may start witl 
any of the accelerated methods, 


and switch to the conventional 
straight line method the second or 
later years; but you may not 
change from the straight line to 
accelerated methods in the second 
or later years. 

5. Vandalism or malicious mis- 
chief losses may now be taken as a 
“casualty” loss, but can be report- 
ed only in the amount beyond re- 
imbursement by insurance and in 
the taxable year of occurrence. 

6. You may not take delinquent 
accounts of patients as “bad 
debts,” but you may claim as a de- 
duction patients’ checks returned 
by your bank. 

7. The Tax Court has recently 
revised the regulation on purchase 
and sales of automobiles. It was 
permissible to purchase a new car 
with an outright purchase and to 
depreciate on the whole cost, while 
selling the old car to another as a 
separate transaction, then putting 
the sale on Schedule D to take a 
whole loss or capital gain on any 
profit. The new law calls for sal- 
vage value to be established before 
depreciation, setting up a 4-year 
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life as a minimal acceptance. 
Schedule D is no longer used for 
this gain or loss transaction, as the 
trade-in will reduce the value of 
the new car for depreciation. 

8. You may lessen your tax lia- 
bility in the current year by pre- 
paying any of your office expenses 
by the end of the year. Rent and 
salaries may not be prepaid. If you 
prepay extensively you are creat- 
ing thirteen months of expenses 
this year and will have eleven 
months in the next year, unless you 
cycle the plan over several years 
and prepare yourself for the larger 
tax which you have artificially de- 
ferred through prepayment. 

(B) Form 1040. 

1. Generally, a joint return will 
save money. Occasionally, individ- 
ual filings will save more money, 
but there are several ground rules 
to individual filings. (Incidentally, 
a widower can continue joint re- 
turns for two years after his wife's 
death, provided a dependent child 
lives with him.) The basic ground 
rule is that the individual filings 
must both show the 10 per cent (or 
$1000) method where deductions 
are not itemized, or both must 
show itemization. 

2. Dependents. If your children 
are age 18 or under or are students 
five months in the taxable year, 
they qualify as dependents even 
though the dependent may have 
earned more than $600 and must 
file a tax return. 

If your dependents are parents 
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or other members of your family, 
your contribution to support must 
be more than one-half, or if less 
than half and shared with others 
you must file a “multiple support” 
agreement to claim the dependent. 

3. In all cases you may round 
out your tax figures to the nearest 
dollar. 

4. Do not forget to file the sec- 
ond portion of Schedule C for your 
self-employment tax, and to carry 
it to 1040 for inclusion in your to- 
tal tax liability. 

5. You may claim “miscellane- 
ous’ deductions, such as invest- 
ment services, alimony, safety de- 
posit rental, and casualty losses be- 
yond insurance reimbursement. 

Bad debt losses must be treated 
separately as a short term loss on 
Schedule D. 

6. Dividends and interest re- 
ceived are new fully reported to 
IRS by the payer on Form 1099. 
IRS will deem any failure to report 
as possible fraud, thus lowering 
the fraud requirements to sums 
less than $50. This is a new inter- 
pretation. 

7. Medical and Dental Expens- 
es. All that is paid within the tax- 
able year is deductible beyond the 
3 per cent of adjusted gross income 
(for the person who does not qual- 
ify for greater benefits due to age) ; 
but prepayment of expenses in the 
next year or later years is not de- 
ductible. Insurance proceeds must 
be deducted from the figures 
claimed. 











8. Net capital losses up to $1000 
can be deducted in any one year. 
Excess losses must be carried to 
later tax years. 

9. Estimated Payments by Dec- 
laration. Your payments by esti- 
mates must conform to either of 
two requirements: 

a. Match the total income tax 
paid in the preceding tax year, or 

b. Be 70 per cent of the total tax

POSITIVE GOAL IN DENTAL HEALTH 

THERE is no drama in dental health. We must therefore set out to foster 
an awareness of the need for preventive measures in this field. We must 
strive to give people a positive goal not only by stressing the immense 
size of the caries problem but also by reminding them of the humani- 
tarian aspects; namely, that to prevent unnecessary pain in small chil- 
dren is something worth while and that the physical and the psychologic 
harm that can result from bad teeth, malocclusion, and improperly de- 
veloped mandibular structures can be largely prevented. 

What limited appeal dental health may have is probably esthetic 
rather than hygienic, and we must recognize and make use of this fact. 
We should not be content with getting people to accept fluoridation; 
our aim must be to get them to demand it. We should seize the initiative 
so that the opponents are obliged to answer our arguments instead of 
our having to deal with theirs. The major theme should be of our choos- 
ing and it should be the positive goal of improved dental health for the 
next generation.—Postgraduate Medicine, Minneapolis, Minnesota.

LAsT YEAR the results of a study of 
our Nation’s dental health by the 
United States National Health Sur- 
vey were published.! The field re- 
search was conducted between 
July 1957 and June 1959, and 


home interviews were accom- 


plished with 73,000 households 
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(about 235,000 persons) selected 
on a multistage probability sam- 
pling basis. Because of this really 
large, carefully drawn sample, and 
other statistical controls, it is evi- 
dent that a high degree of accu- 
racy and reliability was obtained 


in this survey. 














The number of visits to the 
dentist is controlled by socio- 


economic-educational levels. 


The amazing total of 516.9 mil- 
lion dental visits were made dur- 
ing the two-year period of the sur- 
vey. This works out to approxi- 
mately 1.5 visits per person per 
year. At first glance, this appears 
quite good—the people of the 
United States appear to be making 
three visits to their dentists every 
two years, even though not visiting 
them twice a year. But statistics 
can mislead, unless carefully an- 
alyzed. In this case, on probing 
what is behind this figure, we find 
that the nearly 517 million visits 
were made by only one-third of the 
population. The survey shows that 
the other two-thirds did not visit 
their dentists at all during the typi- 
cal year! Thus, most of the dental 
care is received by only one in 
three persons in a typical year. 

The number of dental visits was 
found to vary greatly with age and 
sex. Women made more visits per

year than did men—1.7 versus 1.3. 
For both sexes, the peak number 
of visits per year was reached at 
around 20 years of age—2.6 visits 
for women, 1.8 visits for men. The 
frequency declined to less than 
one per year for both sexes after 
65, since a large proportion by that 
time have become edentulous. 
Rate of dental care was also low 
among children under 5, when the 
permanent teeth had not yet 
erupted. 

Another interesting finding is 
that city people visit their dentists 
much more frequently than their 
farm and small town countrymen. 
The average number of dental vis- 
its per year for those in and around 
cities of 50,000 or more was 1.9 
per year. People in towns and cit- 
ies under 50,000 made an average 
of only 1.4 visits per year, while 
the average for rural non-farm was 
1.3 and for farm families was 0.8. 
Thus, the typical city dweller vis- 
ited his dentist more than twice as 
often as did the rural inhabitant. 

There are interesting differ- 
ences by region of the country as 
well. The average number of vis- 
its per year for white families in 
the Northeast was 2.2. The level 
in the North Central and West was 
about the same (1.6 and 1.7 re- 
spectively), while the average for 
the South was 1.2. Thus, the typi- 
cal Northeastern white person 
made about twice as many visits 
per arnunr as did his Southern 
counterpart. About the same re- 
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gional pattern is discernible for 
nonwhites, but the average num- 
ber of visits is uniformly lower. 
For example, the average for non- 
whites in the South was 0.4 per 
vear; 0.6 in the North Central sec- 
tion; 0.9 in both the West and 
Northeast. Thus, the typical non- 
white person in the South made 
less than one-fifth as many dental 
visits per year as the average white 
person located in the Northeast. 

Family income is another signif- 
icant factor influencing the fre- 
quency of dental visits. The aver- 
age number of visits per year for 
persons in families with income 
under $2000 was 0.7. The number 
of visits increased to 1.0 for fam- 
ilies with income between $2000 
and $3999; 1.6 visits for the $4000 
to $6,999 group; and 2.5 visits for 
families having annual income of 
$7000 or more. 

When the statistics were tabu- 
lated by educational attainment of 
the family head a similar pattern 
is discernible. For families whose 
head had 0 to 5 years of schooling 
an average of 0.6 visits per year 
were made, while the number for 
a college level family was 2.4 vis- 
its, or four times as frequently. 
The difference is compounded 
when educational attainment and 
age of family members are corre- 
lated. Children in the 5-14 year 
age group whose family head at- 
tended college made six times as 
many visits as children of similar 
age in families whose head had 
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less than 5 years of education. 

The survey also reveals the type 
of dental service rendered. As 
might be expected, restorations, in- 
lays, crowns, and similar proce- 
dures accounted for about 43 per 
cent of all dental visits. Seventeen 
per cent involved extractions; 
cleaning or examination 18 per 
cent; prosthetic services 9 per 
cent; orthodontics 3 per cent; pe- 
riodontics 2 per cent; and others 
12 per cent. It is no surprise that 
the figures show a large proportion 
of straightening procedures were 
performed on children, denture 
visits were occasioned by those in 
the older age brackets, and a small 
proportion of extractions were 
done on children under 15 years 
of age. 

Finally, an interesting relation- 
ship between the number of dental 
visits and extractions was found. 
Those having a low number of vis- 
its per year had a comparatively 
high proportion of their dental vis- 
its devoted to extractions. It is also 
believed that more teeth might 
have been extracted at one time 
than in the case of high visit ex- 
tractions, but specific data are 
lacking on this. As you go up the 
socio-economic ladder, the propor- 
tion of visits devoted to restora- 
tions tends to rise markedly. Thus, 
the statistics gathered in this sur- 
vey tend to substantiate what the 
dental profession has long been 
telling the public—that frequent 
dental care pays off in better teeth 
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and fewer extractions required. 

In conclusion, this most recent 
survey corroborates the results of 
earlier, if less comprehensive, sur- 
veys that the rate of dental visits 
varies with the socio-economic and 
educational level of the family. 
People in low socio-economic-edu- 
cational levels do not avail them- 
selves of preventive dental care 
and tend to resort to the dentist 








only when the tooth condition has 
deteriorated to the point where ex- 
traction is necessary. In the higher 
groups, dental visits become more 
and more frequent until, in the 
highest levels, the maxim “see 
your dentist twice a year" seems to 


be widely followed.

started thinking in terms of units 
of time. Briefly, by design or by 
hit and miss every dentist upon 
analysis of his practice will dis- 
cover two facts: First, that he re- 
quires a certain average amount of 
time for a given procedure; and 
second, that his time is worth so 
much per hour or unit. 

For an example, let us assume: 

1. That a patient has been given 
an estimate of $60 for a treatment. 

2. That the dentist grosses an 
average of $16 per hour. 

3. That the dentist uses 15 min- 
utes as a unit of time. Each unit 
therefore is valued at $4, and is 
divided into the total estimate of 


$60. The dentist should then have 
15 units of time reserved on the 
appointment book for the patient. 
This is the simplest situation 
possible, of course, but the prin- 
ciple is still valid even with exten- 
sive treatment. The laboratory 
fees plus a realistic contingency 
are simply added to the estimate 
after the amount of time has been 
determined that will be necessary 
to complete the treatment. (It is 
one of the finest ways I know of to 
convince yourself that you are per- 
forming a health service and not 
simply selling an appliance.)

Usinc high rotational speed in- 
struments, a direct wax index, and 
elastic impression material, a 
three-quarter crown or a pit-ledge 
may be completed easily and ac- 
curately to support a one-unit pon- 
tic. If the bony support is accepta- 
ble and the occlusion normal, a 
cantilever design avoids marring 
the adjacent lateral. 

In the case under discussion 
(Figure 1) the mouth showed 
considerable evidence of neglect, 
and a plastic horseshoe partial 
denture was worn, carrying the 
missing central incisor. There was 
appreciable pressure and strangu- 
lation of lingual soft tissues as is 
often seen with such simple types 
of prosthesis. 

ABUTMENT: A large mesial 
silicate was present on the existing 
central to complicate the prepara- 
tion. For retention, after reducing 
the lingual surface sufficiently, two 
deep (2 mm) pits and a slice lock 
were prepared on the distal mar- 
ginal ridge, cingulum area, and 
mesial, respectively (Figure 2). A 
special inlay wax index was then 
used to determine if the tooth had 
been reduced adequately and the 
intermaxillary space was sufficient, 
and to record the functional glide- 














ways of the lower incisors over the 
lingual maxilla. 

For many years a combination 
of two inlay waxes has proved 
most successful. When the prepa- 
ration is believed completed, be- 
fore imprinting for the casting, a 
half inch of Kerr’s regular wax is 
softened, formed into a cone, and 
the apex capped by melting on it 
a thin layer of medium fusing in- 
lay wax. The specification is for a 
medium fusing inlay wax cone 
topped by a film of a lower fusing 
inlay wax. 

When such a cone is flamed 
gently, the lower fusing wax glis- 
tens and the rest does not. The 
more resistant Kerr’s wax backs up 
the softer material and produces

exceptionally sharp detail from the 
development of considerable hy- 
draulic pressure. As described, the 
combination is excellent for direct 
wax patterns or this index tech- 
nique which improves any indirect 
method. 

FUNCTIONAL INDEX: The 
softened cone is formed and 
pressed over the saliva-lubricated 
lingual’ preparation with the fin- 


gers. Then the teeth are closed,

opened, the wax readapted, teeth 
closed again (Figure 3), and the 
index removed and examined. The 
wax should show a good registra- 
tion of the preparation and when 
held to the light, the potential 
thickness of gold in centric occlu- 
sion. This step is not enough! If 
satisfactory, the index is carefully

replaced on the preparation and 
the lingual and incisal and facial 
wax softened with a hot burnisher. 
The teeth are closed again and the 
patient is instructed to glide from 
side to side and into protrusive 
(Figure 4). When the index is re- 
moved one can see the precise final 
potential thickness which will be 
possible without trauma. If the 
wax seems thin, and correction 
necessary, more of the tooth may 
be ground at this time, the wax re- 
placed, new wax added, and the 
index reinspected (Figure 5). 
THE CASTING: Soft cotton 
cord impregnated with 8 per cent 
adrenalin or other hemostatic- 
astringent is tucked under the free 
gum margin to create space, re- 
moved, and the tooth imprinted

using one of the mercaptan or sili- 
cone impression pastes.' A custom 
formed plastic tray may be used, 
or in this case, a single sheet of per- 


forated tray material about one 
inch square is sufficient. The paste 
is injected into the pits, carefully

applied all over the lingual and fa- 
cial surfaces, a mass placed on the 
perforated sheet metal, and the 
two joined and held without move- 
ment. Die stone is vibrated into

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the impression, and the model 
dried, trimmed, and oiled (Figure 
6). The index, after holding it in 
the palm of one’s closed hand to 
warm slightly, may be placed on 
the die, readapted, trimmed, and 
carved. Preferable to gas-heated 
instruments is a slender low volt- 
age electrically heated burnisher. 
In the laboratory an inexpensive 
doorbell transformer is satisfactory 
as a power source for low voltage 
instruments. 

The wax pattern may be invest- 
ed, cast in a hard gold, examined 
with a seven power lens for imper- 
fections, and fitted to the tooth 
(Figure 7). Note the nodule of 
gold at the cingulum to aid in re- 
moval. With the direct index tech- 
nique there should be little need 
for adjustment of occlusion. For 
fixed bridge construction, the bite 
and counter impression are simpli- 
fied to save time, eliminate one 
step, and to increase accuracy. 

REGISTRATION: Three sheets 
of baseplate wax cut into a rec- 
tangular sandwich % inch by 2 
inches, with cellophane or pliofilm 
between sheets two and three, are 
softened over a flame. This is 
pressed over the counter teeth and 
formed with the fingers. Then the 
teeth are closed, opened, the wax 
readapted, and again the teeth 
closed in centric. The indentations 
of the jaw to be restored should be 
shallow (Figure 8). The counter 
teeth are well imprinted and are 
deep (Figure 9). Thus we have 














the counter and bite in one wax 
imprint. 

The casting, positioned on the 
working jaw, is imprinted using an 
ordinary small bridge tray and a 
combination gypsum mixture. 
Equal parts of regular impression 
plaster and Plastogum, a hard set- 
ting gummy material that works 
about like compound, are spatu- 
lated with water to the consistency 
of thick cream. The tray is filled, 
some plaster is applied with a spat- 
ula to the edentulous space, and 
when the mass just begins to thick- 
en, it is carried to place. If the 
teeth are oiled and the undercuts 
are not too severe, the impression 
can often be removed in one piece 
(Figure 10). 

From this gypsum imprint the 
working model is completed with 
fusible metal and stone. Mean- 
while, stone has been vibrated in- 
to the counter part of the bite, and 
when set it is articulated with the 
working model. 

PONTIC: In this case, color and 


tooth form were such that a porce- 


lain jacket type pontic seemed 
best. A cast thimble or coping was 
waxed, cast, and soldered to the 
inlay, imprinted, and the ceramics 
completed. To be consistent, a 
functional wax index may be 
formed on the stump at the try-in 
stage to create a ceramic jacket 
needing little or no adjustment in 
functional occlusion.? Using this 
supplementary method, a second 
counter simply increases labora- 
tory accuracy. 

SUMMARY: With modern cur- 
rently available techniques and 
materials, a simple, easily con- 
structed fixed prosthesis may be 
completed with many advantages 
over a partial denture. The esthe- 
tics are excellent, tooth reduction 
minimal, and when the bone is 
adequate, the cantilever design al- 
lows easy access for dental floss 
and cleaning. When the periodon- 
tal condition is not good, two or 
more abutments are then required.

Check Your Fee Schedule 
It is not wise to charge too little or too much for your services. 
If your fees are too high: ; 
a. The feeling may be, “Who does this upstart think he is?” 
b. Patients lose confidence in you. 
c. Patients will not return to find out if you have lowered your fees. 
d. Patients may lose confidence in the dental profession. 
If your fees are too low: 
a. Patients are suspicious of low fees. 
b. You will be unhappy and frustrated. 
c. Your colleagues may be displeased. 
d. You may tend to do lower quality dentistry. 


Questions From Our Readers 

Q.—Would you please explain the difference between capital gains 
distributions and dividends paid by mutual funds and closed-end in- 
vestment ‘companies? 

A.—Dividends paid represent income from the dividends and interest 
collected by the fund on securities it holds. Capital gains distribution 
represents payment out of the profits the fund has realized by selling 
securities from its investment portfolio at higher prices than were paid 
for the securities sold.

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A.—It is not unusual for many dentists after they have practiced as 
long as you, particularly in some smaller communities to feel as you do. 
However, may we suggest that you spend a little time figuring out how 
you can upgrade your patients to accept and want the best in dentistry 
at a fee that will inspire you to do your best. 

Now there is also another side, and that is you. Ask yourself some 
soul-searching questions such as: 

Do I read enough in dental journals to keep up to date? 

Do I attend dental society meetings where the subject and other asso- 
ciates might be stimulating to me? 

Do I take a real vacation; and when I do, do I really relax and forget 
about my practice? 

Do I practice moderation both in the time I spend in the office and 
time spent in recreation? 

Do I take a sufficiently quiet luncheon to break up each day? 

Do I study my patients and try to be personally interested but not 
personal with them? 

Would I be happier practicing in some other location? 

Would I be happier specializing rather than doing general dentistry? 

What am I striving for in dentistry? 

Do I associate with people who make me a better person? 

What are my status symbols: a better home, trips, a good education 
for my children, the latest model car or boat? 

What are my strong points I can capitalize on? 

Do I have weak points I can strengthen by a planned self-improve- 
ment program?

Old bills never die — they 
| bury themselves deep in 
someone’s subconscious. 


It TooK 20 years and an “Isn't this 
a small world?” coincidence to do 
it, but one old dental bill finally 
has been recorded as “paid in full.” 

Mrs. Jean Brewer, who is a resi- 
dent of Topeka, Kansas, was the 
recipient of this $21 harvest that 
came as an outgrowth of some 
charitable seeds planted two dec- 
ades ago by her father, the late 
Doctor A. C. Eyman. He had been 
a practicing dentist in Holton, a 
small town near Topeka, until his 
-retirement in 1951. 

In 1918 Doctor Eyman estab- 
lished a practice there..During the 
depression years, Doctor Eyman’s 
dental practice took an income 
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trimming along with that of other 
businesses and professions. How- 
ever, recognizing that dental prob- 
lems have no relation to econom- 
ics, he continued to give needed 
attention to his patients with scant 
hope of any recompense. Dental 
bills, when actually sent out, were 
often “paid” in small services or in 
media of exchange such as sides of 
beef (usually inedible), butter- 
milk and other food stuffs. Many 
of the charges remained unpaid 
and were never pressed. 

In 1952, Doctor Eyman died. 
“After his death I found numerous 
charges rendered for dental serv- 
ices still marked ‘unpaid’ on his 
records,” Mrs. Brewer relates. “My 
father had simply chosen to ig- 
nore them, feeling that the people 
owing them would have paid them 
if they could have done so.” 

These matters were dismissed 
from her mind, so Mrs. Brewer

was doubly surprised when she re- 
ceived a five-dollar bill in a plain 
envelope obviously intended as 
payment on one of these old debts. 
Then, late last summer, the word 
reached her that a woman who 
had been a patient of her father 
many years back was looking for 
her.

HOW WELL DO YOU MANAGE YOUR PRACTICE? 


WHAT WAS FORMERLY known as “dental economics” has taken on an- 
other name: practice management or practice administration. Whatever 
its name the intent is the same—to improve the business affairs of dental 
practice. 

There may be a slight difference in connotation. Practice management 
describes the internal affairs in dental practice: methods of bookkeep- 
ing, patient recall, case presentation. Practice administration is prob- 
ably a more inclusive term that comprises, in addition, all the things 
that a dentist does to earn money from his services plus how he spends 
| this money. Administration covers both the internal and external affairs 

to include what he does with his net profit and how he handles his in- 
| vestments. This publication emphasizes articles on both management 
and administration. 





Anyone who has been around dentists for a quarter-century or more 
observes that dentists are now in a more favorable economic position 
than they were 25 years ago. They have better equipped offices. Their 
fees are more favorable and equitable. Their living standards are higher. 
They can afford regular vacations. The same comment may be made 
about other professions. With the exception of business executives and 
entertainers, the earnings of professional people are in the top markets. 





The more favorable economic atmosphere in the professions has not 
been accepted without some protest from the public. The medical pro- 
fession particularly has received heavy criticism from pundits of various 
shadings. As a result the pressures have been pronounced for changes 
in the methods of supplying and paying for medical care. The voluntary 
medical insurance plans, the clinics sponsored by management and the 
unions, and the millions of people who are covered in these plans, prove 
that the public is interested in adequate medical care as the fourth 
necessity after food, clothing, and shelter. 

Although the Blue Cross-Blue Shield plans have not included dental 
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care, the other methods of supplying dental services on a group basis 
offer this benefit. There are voluntary dental insurance plans in opera- 
tion. Dental treatment is offered by some of the union health and wel- 
fare funds. We may expect to see an increased demand for more of these 
fringe benefits. (See January 1961 Orat Hycrene editorial, When 
Dentists Bargain With Unions.) 


What have these trends toward “third party” practice to do with 
practice management and administration? Considerable. If the dentist 
does not know the exact cost of operating an office he will be at a dis- 
advantage in establishing a fee schedule for any form of “third party” 
practice. If he does not have the facts on the time involved in perform- 
ing all forms of dental treatment, he will be unable to convince the rep- 
resentatives of the voluntary insurance and union health funds of the 
fairness of his fee schedules. In these forms of collective bargaining the 
dentist should insist on a reasonable and fair profit. He can do so only 
when he deals from the strength of facts. 

The dentist who conducts his business affairs in a slip-shod manner 
is not likely to appreciate his earning potential. He wastes time. He pro- 
duces some services at a loss. He earns less than he is entitled to receive. 

There is no conflict of interest between sound business management 
and the highest professional competence. In fact, the dentist who is 
worried by the threat of insolvency cannot produce the best in profes- 
sional performance. He cannot afford the newer and more efficient dental 
equipment. He cannot afford to attend meetings and seminars. He is 
stagnant in his own indifference and inefficiency.

Antagonistic to Dentures 

Q.—A woman patient about 30 is 
highly nervous. She has been taking 
tranquilizers, and reports they give 
her some relief. She has full upper 
and lower dentures. Within a few 
minutes after she inserts them she 
gags. She had a set of dentures before 
these, and experienced the same gag- 
ging problem. 

Her dentures look as though she 
adjusted them herself, and the lower 
flanges are virtually all filed away. 
She has removed so much from the 
palate that it looks like a roofless 
denture. 

I believe that the irritation caused 
by the abnormal reduction of the 
flanges might cause the gagging, but 
according to the patient she has a 
good retention. Could she be allergic 
to the acrylic?—G.1.B., Ohio 

A.—It does not seem likely that 
your patient is experiencing any al- 
lergic reaction to acrylic material. 

The fact that she is highly nerv- 
ous, uses tranquilizers at times, 
and has filed her dentures, would 
seem to indicate that she is antago- 
nistic to a prosthetic appliance. 
This does not mean that the diffi- 
culty of wearing the dentures is 
entirely due to the patient. It is 
possible that: (1) The patient was 
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not psychologically prepared for 
the experience. (2) The dentures 
may not have been properly con- 
structed and adjusted. 

It would appear that your pa- 
tient is wearing ill-fitting dentures 
at the present time. I suggest that 
you construct a proper set of den- 
tures after carefully counseling her 
concerning the many problems in- 
volved and the absolute necessity 
for cooperation. 


Medication Stains 

Q.—An 8-year-old boy patient be- 
came ill with rheumatic fever when 
he was 5. He was treated with corti- 
sone for six weeks, and has been tak- 
ing penicillin by mouth three times 
daily since. He also takes a multiple 
vitamin regularly. For the past two 
years a dark brown stain covering all 
the teeth continually develops. I have 
been removing this stain every three 
months, and not easily. 

The patient is becoming self-con- 
scious, as other children ask him why 
he does not clean his teeth. Can you 
give me any help in diagnosing the 
cause and controlling the stains? The 
patient’s physician tells me he must 
continue with the medication for an- 
other three years.—H.I.B., New York

A.—The extrinsic stains on the 
teeth of your 8-year-old patient 
are evidently due to the use of 
drugs and vitamins. Many of these 
products contain some form of iron 
and iodine salts. Metallic ions 
cause discoloration, which is diffi- 
cult to remove. 

I suggest that the patient come 
for a prophylaxis when the slight- 
est stain appears. A small amount 
of hydrogen peroxide could be in- 
corporated into the cleansing 
agent. 


Maxillary Cyst 

Q.—A young patient has a cyst-like 
growth above the upper left cuspid 
area. The cyst fills with fluid and 
swells to the size of a golf ball. I have 
extracted the deciduous cuspid and 
inserted an iodoform gauge as a 
drain. However, I doubt that this con-

servative treatment will result in a 
complete cure. 

If Iglecide to operate, what anes- 
thetic should I use?P—F\S., Hawaii 

A.—The growth on your young 
patient is undoubtedly a maxillary 
cyst. It should be enucleated by a 
competent oral surgeon whose 
choice of a proper anesthetic will 
be governed by many factors after 
he has seen the patient. Examina- 
tion of the x-ray alone cannot de- 
termine the type of anesthesia to 
use. It is imperative to make a 
biopsy of the mass. 


Lower Partial Denture 

Q.—I am making a full upper den- 
ture for a 45-year-old man. His lower 
jaw is edentulous, except for the four 
anterior incisors, which are in excel- 
lent condition.

A.—Since the successful con- 
struction of a lower partial denture 
is often difficult enough where sat- 
isfactory posterior teeth are pres- 
ent for clasping and where the 
ridges are in good condition, it is 
poor judgment to make a partial 
when only the lower centrals and 
laterals are remaining. Although 
these four teeth would not con- 
tribute to the retention and stabil- 
ity of the partial, they will receive 
abnormal stresses and _ strains, 


which in time would cause them to 
loosen and precipitate a new 
problem.

Denture Causes Heat Sensation 


Q.—In 1958 I made an immediate 
full upper denture for a 48-year-old 
woman. Early in 1959, the denture 
was relined. After this she complained 
that the denture and her mouth felt 
hot after wearing the denture for 
about thirty minutes. 

I relined the denture several times 
in 1959 using different materials, with 
the same result. The relining was 
done in the laboratory—not with 
quick-curing material. 

The patient was ill for a while, and 
finally returned last month with the 
same complaint. I do not think it is an 
allergy, as the original denture did 
not bother her. She is not well, and 
has just completed the menopause. 
Why does this condition persist, and 
what treatment do you suggest?—

A.—The sensation of heat expe- 
rienced by your patient could pos- 
sibly be influenced by her recent 
illness as well as the completion of 
the menopause. 

Many times, in the process of re- 
lining a denture, there is not ade- 
quate curing time allowed to per- 
mit all the monomer to be convert- 
ed into polymer. In such cases the 
monomer can cause irritation to 
sensitive tissues. If the curing time 
has not been long enough, I would 
advise that this step be remedied. 

In relining dentures, many times 
there are areas under the denture 
which exert excessive pressure on 
the mucosa and result in tissue 
changes which could well simulate 
the symptoms that your patient is 
experiencing. Carefully check all 





areas of possible impingement and 
have your patient cooperate with 
you by leaving the denture in her 
mouth a prescribed length of time 
to help you uncover the cause of 
the irritation. 


Muscle Spasm 

Q.—I extracted a lower third molar 
for a woman patient without any diffi- 
culty. Four days later she came into 
the office and reported that she could 
open her mouth only slightly. She 
said there was bleeding the day the 
tooth was extracted but no pain; and 
the next day she experienced pain in 
the extraction area, a headache, and 
fainted. A physician was called, and 
he sent her to the hospital. X-rays 
were taken, but they did not reveal 
the cause of the ankylosis. 

Will you please give me your opin- 
ion as to what might have caused the

A.—Your patient apparently de- 
veloped a trismus (muscle spasm) 
secondary to trauma and infection. 
At the time of extraction the pa- 
tient should have received 600,000 
units of penicillin or a prescription 
for some other antibiotic. 

The symptoms of headache and 
fainting were due to toxicosis and 
not blood clot. 

Treatment of trismus is as fol- 
lows: 

1. Hot saline rinses. 

2. Antibiotics. 

3. Muscle relaxant such as me- 
phenesin. 

4. Forced fluids.

Ora Hyciene department entitled 
A PRACTICAL FLUORIDATION TECH- 
NIQUE, which gave directions for ap- 
plying stannous fluoride to the teeth. 
I have tried to obtain stannous fluo- 
ride powder from my pharmacist. The 
smallest amount he can obtain is a 
one-pound can. I feel that is too much 
to keep on hand. I am wondering if 
you know of a source of supply where 
I could buy two, four, or six ounces.— 
N.R.A., New York. 

A.—I suggest that you have your 
pharmacist make up portions of 
solid stannous fluoride in gelatin 
capsules. As I mentioned in the ar- 
ticle, he should place 0.80 gm 
portions of solid stannous fluoride 
in Lilly No. 0 gelatin capsules. 
Each capsule should be tightly 
sealed in a container. When a fresh 
supply of stannous fluoride is de- 
sired, the contents of one capsule 
are added to 10 ml of distilled wa- 
ter and shaken briefly.

“I believe that a radiographic 
examination is necessary to elimi- 
nate the possibility of retained or 
impacted teeth, or other pathology 
in this area that could be associat- 
ed with the symptoms and the 
wearing of the denture. 

“The nasopalatine nerve nor- 
mally supplies sensory innervation 
to the anterior third of the hard 
palatal or premaxillary area. It 
does have some twigs that join it 
from the anterior superior alveolar 
nerve. But the symptoms that are 
described appear to be associated 
with the infraorbital nerve of the 
second division of the fifth nerve. 
You do not report whether the 
symptoms are confined to one side 
or whether both sides of the nose 








and the complete upper lip are in- 
volved. 

“Suppose that overcompression 
or overpostdamming cause a par- 
tial closing of the arterial vessels 
that emerge at the greater and 
lesser palatine foramina. This 
would result in a backup of pres- 
sure to the pterygomaxillary fossa 
area and associated structures, 
contents, and foramina. Could it 
be possible that such a backup in 
pressure could, through distension 
of the artery, cause a diminution of 
flow at the third part of the inter- 
nal maxillary artery and so affect 
the maxillary nerve and produce 
these symptoms? Is it also possible 
that pressure here could cause the 
symptoms by pressure on the max- 
illary or infraorbital nerve? Could

Forced to Leave Congo 


A flight from the Congo during the 
recent violence with only the clothes 
they were wearing would make many 
people bitter, but this is not true of 
the Doctor J. B. Jung family who 
served as Presbyterian missionaries in 
Kasai Province since 1952. None of 
the Jungs, who are former residents 
of Zachary, Louisiana, wanted to 
come home. Doctor Jung, a medical 
missionary, is seriously concerned 
about the dental school in Lubondai 
and the dental clinic in Luebo. 

Continued tribal strife in the Kasai 
area makes dental service impossible 
at this time, and in remote areas such 
as Luebo the Congolese soldiers from 
other areas are a threat to all white 
men. The Christians living there are 
aware of this fact, and although they 
write letters asking the missionaries to 
return, they understand it is not pos- 
sible for the present.—Baton Rouge 
(Louisiana) Advocate.

Helps identify 
Prehistoric lowans 


The remains of a group of Iowans 
who died perhaps 1000 years ago fi- 
nally received a decent burial a few 
months ago in a little community 
cemetery in north-central Iowa. 

Discovery of the bones started 
when a farmer ran into some of them 
while plowing one day. The discov- 
ery was reported to Professor Robert 
W. Breckenridge of Iowa State Uni- 
versity an amateur archaeologist. He 
took several sets of jaws and teeth to 
Doctor J. M. Walter of Ames.
